WAR NEWS BY MAIL. 

The papers arriving by Wednesday’s 
mail do not contain very much war 
news. The following is all that is 
krown of the capture of Hussars and 
Fusiliers after the battle of Glencoe : 

Durban, Oct. 28.—The following 
official account of the capture of the 
squadron of the Eighteenth Hussars by 
the Boers is given by Captain Hardy : 
“ After the battle at Glencoe three 
sguadrons of the Eighteenth Hussars, 
with a maxim, a company of the Dublin 
Fusiliers, and a detachment of mounted 
infantry, Colonel Moeller commanding, 
kept under cover of a ridge north of 
the camp, and at 6:30 p.m. moved 
down towards Sandspruit. On reach- 
ing the open the British force was 
shelled By the enemy, but without 
casualties. Col. -Moeller led his men 
around Talana hill in a southeasterly 
direction, aeross Vant’s Drift road, 
captured several Boers, and saw the 
Boer ambulances retiring. Then with 
squadron “B” of the Hussars, the 
maxim and the mounted infantry, he 
crossed the Dundee-Vryfield railway 
and approached a strong force of the 
enemy, who opened a hot fire, wound- 
ing Lieut. Lachlin. Our cavalry re- 
treated across Vant’s Drift, the Boers 
pressing. Col. Moeller held the ridge 
for some time, but on the enemy en- 
veloping his right, he fell back across the 
spruit. The maxim stuck in a water 
hole. Lieut. Kap was wounded, three 
of his detachment killed and the 
horses of Major Greville and Captain 
Pollock were shot uaier them. The 
force finally reformed on a ridge to the 
north, which was held for some time. 

While Capt. Hardy was attending 
Lieut. Creuin, who had been wounded, 
Col. Moeller’s force retired into a de- 
file, apparently intending to return to 
camp around Impati mountain. But it 
was not seen afterwards.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


. The weather of the past week was 
ideal. Clear, frosty nights and bright 
stony days, bringing grain in the 
stock into ‘rst class condition for 
stacking. Stacking was in brisk 
progress all week, and is now nearly 
completed. Some damage was done 
by stacking too soon before the grain 
was dry enough, but it is believed the 
percentage in this condition is not 
large. Some wet grain was threshed 
also, but by far the larger part was in 
good condition. 

A cpnsiderable part of the potato 
crop is still in the ground, although a 
great deal has been dug. There will 
be no local scarcity, but the quantity 
for export will be small. 


If the fine weather of the past week 
is continued through the present 
week, however, stacking will be com- 
pleted and the potatoes will be dug. 
People have been compelled to neglect 
their potatoes in order to get on with 
their stacking.

LOCAL MARKETS. 

A feature of the past week has 
been the high price of wheat in the 
face of a low and falling price outside. 
With wheat 68c at Fort William, 60c 
has been paid at Edmonton, while the 
freight rate is about 20c a bushel. 
The cause of the high price is the 
development of the milling industry 
in the west, and the belief on the 
part of the millers that owing to a 
great deal of the crop being cut green 
there will not be enough No. 1 wheat 
for the local demand. Each one 
wants to secure his own supply in 
time. There will be plenty of second 
quality wheat for export. 

Oats have not been coming in freely 
yet. The price stands 23c for feed 
and 25c for milling. 

Very little farm produce of any 
kind is coming in, az farmers are too 
busy stacking and threshing. 

Butter is still scarce at 20c. | 

Eggs very scarce at 25c. 

Hogs are 5c a pound liye, and 7c 
dressed. 

Dressed beef 54c and 64c. 

Poultry: Geese and chickens 10c. 
Turkeys 12}c. Very little offering as 
yet. 

Hides 34c.

During the year just ended,therehave 
been held eleven regular meetings, with 
an average attendance of eight; ‘I’here 
have also been two open, or pastor 
meetings. . The first on December 28th, 
at the residence of Mrs. Thos. Bellamy 
in honor of our retiring president, Mrs. 
Geo. Welbourne, the other, at Mrs. 
Jas. McDonald’s on the 27th, Septem- 
ber last, in memory of Miss Willard’s 
birthday, which took the form of a 
““Mother’s meeting.” At each of these 
open meetings, a very interesting and 


j instructive programme was rendered, 


as well as at a public thank-offering 
service, held in the Methodist church 
on the evening of March 20th, the 
anniversary of Neal Dow’s birthday 
it which a collection of ten dollars was 
raised, and forwarded to the Dow 
treasurer, as a thank offering. 

We are glad to report an incretse of 
nine new members, although we regret 
a loss of seven, six of them by removal 
to other fields of labor, and one by 
death.

WETASKIWIN. 


The threatened removal of the 
Northwest mounted police from the 
points on the C. & E. railway line will 
be a serious matter for Wetaskiwin, 
and in all probability much more 
serious for the adjoining district. It 
cannot be doubted that their presence 
has a deterrent effect on Chinese, 
particularly that class of Chinese that 
generally exist in a ranching and farm- 
ing country. It is believed that the 
proposed change has not the sanction of 
the officers of the force, and it appears 
strange that the government do not see 
their way to follow the advice of those 
who are in a position to’form an 
opinion from a practical stand point. 
A definite order has not as yet reached 
the office here, and it is to be hoped 
that upon reconsideration the author- 
ities will see their way to countermand 
their first order. A court of 
the I. O. F. has been formed here. 
On last Monday night they held their 
first court and afterwards adjourned to 
the Driard Hotel where 32 of them sat 
down to an excellent supper provided 
by the proprietor, T. C. Anderson, and 
fully enjoyed themselves during the 
evening. The Criterion Hotel 
formally opens to-night with a glove 
contest between two iminent pro- 
fessiors of the noble art, and a ball 
given by the proprietor. Nov. 1.

GREAT SLAVE LAKE. 


The Smith Brothers, who returned 
from Great Slave lake on Wednesday 
last, report that they visited the galena 
locations on the south shore of the lake 
west of Resolution, and the copper 
locations at Fond du Lac. At the 
latter place they did some drilling and 
blasting, and the assay of the rock 
taken out by them showed traces of 
silver, but no gold. They explored 
Great Slave lake to its most easterly 
extermity of McLeod’s Bay. W. J. 
McLean was exploring a river which 
put into this Bay with a party of 
Iadians when they left. They heard 
that assays of ore from the galena 
mines gave about $20 to the ton. But 
that was not enough to pay. The im- 
pressions given by Dr. Bell were very 
discouraging to the prospectors. 

The Smith party left Resolution on 
Sept. 6th. They met the ice in the 
Athabasca on October 18th, at Pelican 
rapids, and were compelled to leave 
their boat there and pack to the Land- 
ing, 120 miles. They got to the 
Landing on the 25th. Ice was running 
in the Athabasca when they left the 
Landing last week. They may return 
to Prince Albert going down the Sas- 
katchewan.
